over from our courts the set­ 
tlements of disputes arising 
from such occurences in a 
"without fault" basis. The sug­ 
gested system would be model­ 
ed after our workmen's com- 
pensation program.

PROPONENTS of such a 
commission argue for it on tha 
basis of two principal reasons. 
First, such cases "clutter up" 
the courts, creating delay and 
congestion on all types of dis­ 
putes. Second, the postpone­ 
ments or failures to recover 
any damages at all which re­ 
sult, cause economic hardship 
to many individuals.

These supporting arguments , 
have recently been sharply at­ 
tacked in material supplied to 
the Committee by opponents 
of the proposition. In addition, 
they have advanced other 
strong reasons for fighting it.

FIRST, ON THE question as 
to delays in the payment of 
claims, those against the Idea 
say that no tardiness exists In 
the great majority of cases. 
For California, it has been es­ 
tablished that about 80 per 
cent of all auto liability claims 
filed with insurance companies 
are settled without filing suit. 
Around 18 per cent are settled 
before going to trial, and only 
two per cent actually go to 
trial.

In about half of these oases, 
the plaintiff gets the verdict, 
so in tho end only about one 
per cent of claimants for bodily 
injury settlements fail to re­ 
cover from the insurance car­ 
riers.

  «  
AS TO DELAYS in court cal- 

endars, studies made by oppon­ 
ents of the proposal also tend 
to refute this charge by its de­ 
fenders. In 1958 the average 
elapsed time from time of fil­ 
ing to trial in injury cases was 
about 9'/2 months.

In smaller counties the delay 
was under six months, but in 
the larger counties this figure 
was almost tripled. Since a sis 
months lap.se is not regarded 
as excessive, this latter fact 
means larger counties need 
more-judges, it is said.

A.V IMPARTIAL, well-docu. 
incnted study of four northern 
California counties last year 
shows that (I) automobile in­ 
jury cases make up less than 
1(5 per cent of ull civil cases 

i filed in those, counties; (2) 
about the .same percentage of 
judges' time is consumed on 
such cases; and CJjuii average 
of less than two per cent of 
ull public liability claims 
against insurance companies 
are still undisposed of one year 
after filing.

A similar study of disputed 
workmens' compensation 
claims show I hut those not in­ 
volving permanent disability 
rulings take an average of less 
than three months to decide, 
bill those which do, averago 
10 1.:- months, almost four times 

.longer. This fuel is cited to 
prove thut administrative agen­ 
cies cannot always protect 
against delays.
